The average farmer in the dis¬ 
trict ban a great fear of the. cut¬ 
worm and now that the arrival of 
that pest is an assured thing it b 
up to every farmer to keep a dote 
look out or their crops will be 
destroyed. The Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa and Edmon¬ 
ton, have had their officials in the 
province studying the situation, 
and they are prepared to assist the 
farmer in the campaign against 
the cutworm, There b no doubt 
that unless a strenuous action U 
taken many acres of crops will be 
devastated and farmers should 
realise that fact right now. 

Mr. Stevens, principal of the 
Clares holm School of Agriculture, 
says the farmer must trench their 
land and applv treatment as out¬ 
lined in the last paragraph of this 
article. It is foolish to take 
chances. The cutworm is here 
and it is a menace that must be 
immediately controlled. 

Mr. Wood bridge, Secretary fit 
the U. F. A., says that while there 
is generally more or less damage 
done by the worms every year in 
the light sandy soil of southern 
Alberta, it would appear that this 
year they are considerably earlier 
than usual. Whether this means 
that more damage, or less, will be 
done b somewhat difficult to say. 

“The average life of the worm 
is from a month to six weeks and 
it Is possible that if thgyHrakne their 
term of existence now- ttS*Tfad of 
.liter in the season, the crop will 
have a better opportunity to re¬ 
cover from their depredatious. 

Asked to the best means of fight- 
ins the invaders. Mr. Woodbridge 
expressed the opinion that the best 
way was to plow a furrow around 
tbe point where the first work of 
the worm is noticed, and towards 
evening plant in the furrow a 
mixture of bran and Paris green, 
which does the worms to death in 
abort order. Tbe operation should 
be repeated, wherever necessary, 
and care should be taken to in 
elude the whole area on which the 
worms exist.

up bv the experimental farms, bat 
so far as be knew the method here 
outlined has proven the moat ef¬ 
fective. Investigations as to tbe 
possibility of sterilizing tbe eggs, 
which are laid by the ordinary 
moth, by means of chemicals after 
the field disetd, are being fried 
and may prove successful. Some, 
authorities believe that fall wheat 
ii a good breeding place for tbe 
worms, as tbe moths inevitably lay 
their eggs in thick clumps of grass 
or weeds or other plants. 

The best recipe for this purpose, 
according to Mr. Woodbridge, is 
as follows: Moisten 50 pounds of 
bran in two gallons of water, in 
which a half pound of sugar or 
molasses has been dissolved. When 
sufficiently moistened—it must not 
be a mash—thoroughly mix with 
this a half pound of Paris green. 
Apply in the cool of tbe evening 
in tbe plowed furrow. The worms, 
who work mostly .at night, will 
appreciate this little treat and par¬ 
take of it freely, with tbe desired 
result. Mr. Woodbridge says that 
this recipe has been recommended 
by tbe Dominion department of 
agricultnre.

Saving of Calais 


rise victims of, t^e satur¬ 
nalia of inflation and speculation of 

some years, the magnltule of which 
and Its penalties are now being real¬ 
ized. Expenditures expanded and 

revenues were buoyant so Ion . as the 
purses of Europe were optn to us- It 
is now essential that our expenses be 
paid out of oxr twn revenues and not 
by borrowed money. No uxqa have 
yet been imposed a a a result of tbe 
war and politicians making such 

claims and at such a time deserve no 
better appellation thaa that of "polit¬ 
ical charlatans.“ 

Instead of reducing the expenditure 
—the groVth of which has been so 
gross—encroachments are now being 
made on the rights of cHIxtna and in¬ 
vestors as agreed to under contract 
and as sanctioned by the law of tha 
state. A very large proportion of the 
expenditure on public administration 
ia due to the saturnalia of speculation 
of the past few rears. If tha attempt 
is made to maintain the rate of ex¬ 
penditure incident to years <!. infla 
(ton after and duriag the process of 
deflation, greater trouble will ensu?. 
So far no provincial trcaaurer has an¬ 
nounced drastic economics such as 
have.been effected in the commercial 
and financial establishments of tbe 
nation. Tbe tendency has been “to 
keep things going' by additional taxa¬ 
tion. thus asking the public to make 
greater contributions out of purses 
steadily becoming leaner. What hat 
been dona by the units of the nation 
—the citizen, or by groups of citiaens, 
as business unite—can be done by the 
respective governments—that is. draft* 
tic ally cut down expenditure. When 
this is done there wHI still be need¬ 
ed more revenue, but whatever meas¬ 
ures may be resorted to, to obtain it. 
would be moro acceptable to the pub¬ 
lic if along with them was submitted 
tangible evidence «f entrenchment. 

In procuring ths needed revenue it 
fa not necessary to despoil*, impair or 
abrogate rights under contracts made 
under conditions specifically allow el 
by our own law. 

In the case of Manitoba, which we 
use here to Inalatca the effects of 
moratorla. lenders are to bo prohibit¬ 
ed from enforcing collections of inter¬ 
est or principal for a very lengthy 
period. The necessity for this action 
cannot be attributed to the war. That 
province is at ill agricultural, and at 
no time have prices for Its chief pro¬ 
ducts been higher. Its last year s crop 
was not exceptionally poor In volume, 
and In value it wee. thanks to tbe 
war, equal to that of the prerloua 
year. War softened somewhat the ef¬ 
fects of the procers of deflation which 
set In previous to the war. What 
I Just l beat ion therefore remains for the 
proposed measure which seeks to 
take away rights under contract? 
The honest borrower does not ask lor 
a moratorium as it is his deVra to 
fulfil to the letter the terms of his 
contract. If ha can't, and biz inability 
can legitimately be laid at the door 
of the war. It would be a a mple mat¬ 
ter to change the law and give him 
power to ask a Judge for a stoppage 
of foreclosure proceedings. A change 
to thla effect would save some farm¬ 
ers and working men from being 
turned out of U me» to which they 
bad become attached, but t »i Mid 
not relieve the speculator of \hs crop 
of trouble nf hla own soninx. The 
party seeking relief should initiate 
the action to obtain It. and it should 
only be given to him for causes legiti¬ 
mately attributable to tba war and 
not to Inordinate speculation ~ 

Instead of taking this coarse certain 
provincial politicians are aeoalng to 
take away ths rights of >o j party 
to a contract and relieve the other 
of his obligation without bain*. called 
upon to make any explanation.

•imple Treatment Will Prevent th# 
Continuance ef Thla Peat 

It is estimated that the field loss in 
the United Stales duo to smut, 
amounts to over 36 million dollars an- 
rally A proportionate loss in <'snail u 
would be from nine to twelve mlUiou 
dollars. 

Out of tha 600 farmers In Quebec 
and the Maritime Provinces visited by 
representatives of tha Commtaatcn of 
Conservation, only three were found 
to be treating their seed grain for 
•mut. In Ontario. 33 per cent., and 
In tbe Prairie Pro\ Irces about 00 per 
coot, were found to treat their seed 
grain. Tbe losses from ibis source 
are much greater than imagined by 
tbe farmer, and. even if only a email 
amount of smut was present In last 
yeai*n crop, it will pay to treat the 
grain before sowing it thla spriug. 

Several methods have been devise 1 
to control tha various forms of smut, 
but, as tha formalin treatment la the 
cbeapest. simplest md mos. affective 
for stinking smut of wheat, smut of 
oats, and covered smut of barley whan 
proper I y^uaed, It will be describ'd. 
Tba commercial (4ft per cent.) forma¬ 
lin Is used In solution with water at 
tba late of one pint U lb.) to forty 
gallons. Tha grain to be treated 
should' be spread out upon a clean 
floor or canvas. In a layer two or three 
Inchea thick. Tha solution is then 
sprinkled over 1L An ordinary sprinkl¬ 
ing can or small spray pump la useful 
for this purpose. The grata should 
be shovelled or raked over during 
sprinkling to insure that every grain 
la thoroughly wetted. After this, the 
grain Is shoveled into a close pile and 
covered with canvas or old sacks to 
hold in the fumes of the formalin. Tbe 
grain should remain in tba covered 
pile for from eight to ten hours, aftar 
which It must be spread out tbln su 
as to dry without rproutiny. One gal¬ 
lon of solution ia sufficient for a 
bushel of grain. 

After drying, tba seed may be 
planted at once or stored for future 
use Hare it is important to remem¬ 
ber that the seed may become re-in- 
tested from old sacks, bins or even 
the drill Itself. Everything, there¬ 
fore, which cornea In oot tact with the 
grain after It ia treated should be flrst 
thoroughly disinfected with h strong 
formalin solution. Commercial forma¬ 
lin usually costs from twenty-five to 
fifty cents a pound (pint). If tba grain 
Is planted before It Is completely dry, 
enough more should be sown to com¬ 
pensate for tba increase 1c size of tha 
send through swelling. •

How the British Barred tha Kaiser's 

Road 

Although some time has elapsed, 
only now la It possible to tell tha 
atory of how eight hundred British 
soldiers banred the Kaiaer's road to 
Calais; how fewer than five hundred 
English linesmen charged right into 
tbe mouth of a veritable inferuo, and 
drove back a twenty times stronger 
force of Germans.

Duty of Canada ia To See That Britain 
Does Not Buffer From Lack of 
Foodstuffs 

The official Eye Witness with the 
British srmy has Issued n warning 
against the suggestion that tba Ger¬ 
mans are a beaten nation. He says 
that they are still well organized, have 
abundant resources, are fed up with 
millions, and are still confident of ul¬ 
timate success. No Intimation was 
needed of the magnitude of the task 
that la before tbe Alllee. but. If there 
werft, thla surely supplies It. In aidl 
tlon there Is also vidid indication thal 
the area of tbe war will spread in tho 
near future, and that countries now 
experiencing unrest In their attitude 
of neutrality will break in on one side 
or tbe other. This, of course, means 
further withdrawals from agricultural 
and industrial activity. It aiao indi¬ 
cates greater shortage In Europe of 
all kinds of foodstuffs, grain, vege¬ 
tables and live stock and of horses. 
This depletion will haws to be'made 
up from countries that are **nloving 
tbe blessings of peace One of these 
la Canada. It la our bounden luty to 
see that Britain shall not. as far as 
preventable suffer from n lack or food¬ 
stuffs or of such other useful material 
as this country can produce. In other 
words, both men and women are call¬ 
ed upon to put forth their best ef¬ 
forts so tbn*. when the tlmv arrives 
any deficiency can readily be met. 
The accombUshmeut of this dor., not 
necessarily Imply extra labor, hut Jt 
docs particularly suggest more care'dn 
preparation ot tha soil and In the tf-

1 
under the direction of tbe author, tha 
well known cerealla. and general ex¬ 
perimenter la agronomics, and valu-1 
able advice la given by him regarding 
the possible Increase of farm produce. j 
the rotation of cm pa. etc. The In 
fluent c ,of seed selection and of hybri¬ 
disation In relation to the Improve¬ 
ment of both quality and the produc¬ 
tion of field crops, sometimes results 
ing In new popular varieties, la stated^ 
In a moat clear and Interesting man¬ 
ner, and la full of encouragement for 
tboee who would* like to i-ogage In 
such experiments 

Valuable Information la offered os 
to beat combinations for mixed grains 
and the treatment ot seed grain for 
smut. Considerable space is alao 
given to discussing alfalfa as a pas 
ture aNd fodder crop, and to the mak¬ 
ing of both annual and permanent pas¬ 
ture*. 

Prof. Zavltx urges that special at- 
i teotlon be given to rasing seed for 
field roots In Ontario, aa moat of such

make for their families 

“We are not ungrateful for the 
thouaaqjU of homes wherein are 
found every modern convenience, nor 
do we wish to lay blame for the thou¬ 
sands more that are-without them. 
Yet. In many instances, much more 
might be done to remedy conditions 
which result from time worn cuatoma 
and want or attention rather than 
from tbe lack of facilities aod tbe 
means to provide. 

"It la because of these condition* 
that the daughter or the average well 
te do farmer has far more drudgery to 
perform In her dally tasks than the 
maid In a modest city home. It la (or 
this reaeon that hundreds of farm 
girls seek employment in the cities. 
How to meet this deficiency and make 
rural life more attractive la one of 
the vital problems confronting our 
best educators today.

Tbe coat of the shorts and 
Paris Green used in this trench 
was $1 20 per anile. To this the 
farmer must add tbe .labor for 
making the trench, and mixing 
and applying the poison. 

"Mr. Klliaon. of the Raymond 
sugar mills, baa vary kindly con¬ 
sented to supply molasses at $4 
per ton in districts outside Ray¬ 
mond. when purchased for use in 
figbtiug tbe army cutworm, pro- 
vided that tbe purchasers will 
supply the barrels necessary for 
shipment.

K. If. Strickland, of the Experi¬ 
mental farm, has made a further 
very valuable statement to tbe Her- 
aid relative to methods of fighting 
the cutworms. He states as 
follows: 

"A second week's experiments 
upon the army cutworm leave us 
more confident than ever that the 
trench system of combatting this 
I test is tbr most successful method 
at our command. 

"Results have been even better 
than we anticipated, and although 
tlie fields upon which we are wott¬ 
ing were in the worst affected dia- 
■wict we feel that the crops just 
timing up on them stand a better 
chance than those upon fields 
where the worms were present in 
far smaller numbers, and no pre- 
cautiona have been taken. 

"Many farmers seem to feel that 
our methods cannot prove of valne, 
since they have observed the worms 
crawling up houses, etc., and they 
consider therefore that a trench 
such as described in our previous 
article would iwove quite inadequ¬ 
ate for the purpose of arresting 
progress. All farmers who have 
seen our plots have, I believe, gone 
away convinced of the wisdom of 
taking our advice, and are making 
furrows around their fields as a 
precaution. Some of the furrowa 
that we have seen are better than 
ours, and if the farmers will realize 
tbe principle of the furrow, name¬ 
ly tbe formation of a steep, dusty 
side, with no hard clods to give a 
foothold to tlic worm, we feel sure 
that they can make some type of 
furrow embodying these conditions 
which will prove quite effective 
should the worms begin to migrate 
on to their fields.

suggest the following: If nsing 
shorts apply al the rate of about 
10 pounds to 60 or 70 rods. 
Worms will then get sufficient 
poison to kill them quickly, and they 
themselves become poisoned bait 
for succeeding worms, for the 
dead ones are eaten readily by 
others and we find that one worm 
when feeding upon poisoned shorts 
obtains enough poison before dy¬ 
ing to kill two more worms feeding 
on it afterwards. 

"If you have stinkweed on your 
farm pull this and Use as a bait in 
the trench. Worms are very fond 
of this and will feed on it more 
readilv than shorta. To prepare it 
weigh out 50 pounds and dust on 
one pound of Paris Green, sprinkl- 
trig the heap with water, to make 
the Paria Green stick. Scatter the 
plants thus treated along the 
bottom of the trench about 6 or 8 
inches apart. This work is quick¬ 
ly done, and not only is the ma-
